Washington, Feb. 7. — An accident 


bulletin issued by the interstate com- 
merce commission for 
the 
three 


months ended Sept. 30 last shows the 
total number of casualties to passen- 
gers and employes while on duty to 
have been 19,850, as against 1G.937 re- 
ported in the preceding three months. 
The number of passengers and em- 
ployes killed in train accidents was 
267, as against 194 reported in the pre- 
ceding three months. 
Fifty-two pas- 


sengers were killed. The total num- 
ber of collisions and derailments in 
the quarter was 3,672 (1,891 collisions 
and 1,781 derailments), of which 269 
collisions and 201 derailments affected 
passenger trains. The damage to cars, 
.engines and roadway by these acci- 
dents amounted to §2,932,760. The 
number of employes killed in coupling 
and uncoupling cars and engines was 
81, being an increase of 13 over those 
reported killed in the last quarter. 


King Leopold In a Collision.

postponing his departure for the south 
of France.

New York, Feb. 7.—Under the direc- 


tion of the California lawyer, Delphin 
M. Delmas, the defense of Harry Thaw 
was once more galvanized into life and 
the session of court ended with a re- 
versal of conditions of the day before. 
During the day there was a series o! 
interesting tilts between District At- 
torney Jerome and Mr. Delmas, and 
it was agreed that Mr. Jerome had 
found Thaw's new leading counsel a 
foeman worthy of his ablest effort. 


Evidence was placed before the jury 


to the effect that Stanford White had 
been heard to make a threat to kill 
the defendant—coupling the threat 
with the display of a revolver; that 
Thaw's actions following the killing of 
White were considered by several eye- 
witnesses to have been "irrational;" 
that an uncle of the defendant was in- 
sane; that Evelyn Nesbit Thaw passed 
a note to her husband during dinner 
at the Cafe Martin the evening of the 
tragedy; that District Attorney Je- 
rome has this note and refused on the 
demand of the defense to introduce 
it in evidence. 
The threat against 


Thaw was made two years and a half 
before the tragedy. District Attorney 
Jerome objected to the introduction of 
the evidence, declaring the defense 
was not understood by him to be one 
of self-defense. Mr. Delmas replied

that the defense intended to take ad- 
vantage of every legal defense allowed 
in the state of New York, be it insan- 
ity, 
self-defense, or any other legiti- 


mate justification of the taking of a 
human life. This was but the first of 
a series of interesting tilts between 
the district attorney and Mr. Delmas, 
and it was agreed that Mr. Jerome 
had found Thaw's new leading counsel 
a foeman worthy of his best efforts. 


Benjamin Boman, formerly a stage 


doorkeeper at the Madison Square 
theater, was the witness who told of 
White's threat. Boman declared that 
on Christmas eve, 1903, Stanford 
White came to the stage door about 
11:15 p. m. and asked for Miss Xesbit. 
The doorkeeper told him the actress, 
who was then playing in "The Girl 
From Dixie,'' had gone home. White at 
first accused him of a falsehood, and 
then asked who had been her escort. 
"Mr. Thaw," witness said he replied. 
"Oh, that Pittsburger," commented 
the architect, who, to make sure the 
actress had gone, went to her dressing 
room. Xot finding her there, White, 
according to Boman, walked lapidiy 
out of the theater with a revolver in 
his hand and muttering, "I'll find and 
kill that 
before daylight." 


Witness Told Thaw. 


The witness said he believed the 


threat to be directed against Harry 
Thaw, and told him of it several days 
later when they chanced to meet on 
Fifth avenue. He also told a detective 
sergeant about the incident. District 
Attorney Jerome cross-examined the 
witness for more than an hour, but 
Boman adhered closely to his story. 


"Have you been paid any money by 


th5s defendant or his attorneys?" de- 
manded Mr. Jerome. "No," came the 


emphatic reply. "Have you been prom- 
ised any?" "No." 


Thomas McCaleb, the young Califor- 


nian who was with Thaw's party the 
night of the tragedy, was called. It 
was he who testified that at dinner 
that evening Mrs. Thaw had suddenly 
asked her husband for a pencil,^scrib- 
bled a few words and passed a folded 
piece of paper to him. What was in 
this note the witness did not know, 
and he was not allowed, because of an 
objection by the district attorney, to 
testify as to what change of manner, 
If any, it produced in Thaw. It has 
been reported from time to time that 
it was in this note that young Mrs. 
Thaw, referring to White, wrote to 
her husband. "That b 
is here."

We want to get at the contents of that 
slip of paper, believing It to be ma- 
terial evidence. We demand that the 
learned district attorney produce it." 
Mr. Jerome sat silent. He tugged 
at his short, stubby mustache.

Delmas resumed: "I take it that the 
silence of the learned district attorney 
is not intended as a discourtesy, but a 
conception of what he feels to be his 
duties in the matter. We will attempt 
later to prove the contents of the 
note."

HUGH'S SHORT MEMORY. 


THE STRANGLING FIG. 


A Curium Tropical Tree That Llvea 


Upon Other Tree*. 


Visitors to Mexico and other tropical 


countries often have their attention 
called to "the strangling fig"—a tree 
that commences its' growth as an epi- 
phyte—that is, one form of plant life 
that grows perched on another— far up 
on the trunk or among the branches of 
another tree, usually on a palmetto or 
fome of the kinds of palms. The roots 
of the strangling tree extend down- 
ward around the host tree to the 
ground, gradually joining together, 
making a tubelike mass of roots some- 
times as much as six feet or more in 
diameter. 


When the attacked tree is a paflia 


binding around the trunk as by shad- 
ing out its branches by the attacking 
tree. 


When the attacked tree is an exogen 


—that is. one with wood and bark—the 
attacking roots bind so tightly as to 
cause a stoppage of the flow of the sap. 
As the sap of a tree is really its food 
(changed by the leaves so that it can 
be used) and the flow of the food is 
thus stopped, the attacked tree is real- 
ly "starved" to death. So death to the 
attacked t'-ee is caused either by 
smothering or by starvation or by both. 


Ttie peculiar manner in which the 


flattened roots extend down and around 
tho tree give them the appearance of 
some thick, slow flowing material run- 
ning down the tree.—St. Nicholas. 


GRIM OLD CROMWELL. 


The Protector Made Christmas a 


Gloomy, and Serious Day. 


"Christmas was illegal in Cromwell's 


time," said an antiquary. "Those grim 
old Puritans were'so gloomy that they 
would not have any gayety even on 
Christmas day. 


"Cromwell said that "holly and mistle- 


toe were heathenish things. He said 
that they had no real Christian signifi- 
cance; they were a part of some pagan 
festival of the Druids. Accordingly he 
made a law that if you decorated your 
house with mistletoe at Christmas you 
got thirty days in jail. 


"The terrible old fellow forbade 


Christmas celebrations—no dancing, no 
singing, no playgoing, no feasting on 
Christinas day; penalty, thirty days. 


"You 
see, it was his idea that Christ- 


mas was a religious, a serious time, a 
time for churchgoing and prayer and 
reverence and for nothing else. The 
innocent family that in Cromwell's day 
sat down to turkey aajd plum pudding 
and wound up with Christmas games 
got a month all round.

rebelled. Willing as the people had 
been to put on the gloom of those 
dreadful old Turitans, they insisted on 
having a little joy on Christmas day, 
and Cromwell after a year or two had

At din- 
ner again the coup d'etat wa? discuss- 
ed, and the poet called forth recollec- 
tions of times past "Do you still recol- 
lect, Schoelcher," he asked, "the day 
of our flight? We really came off very 
lucky. But didn't we act like mad- 
men, shouting 'Down with Caesar!' 
\when that regiment was passing by? 
Of course we were too indignant to be 
able to keep our temper."

Schoelcher was a guest in Hugo's 


| house. Conversation turned to civic 


courage and the like. "Well, my dear 
Schoelcher," Hugo said to his friend,

Flowerpots. 


All ne^w flowerpots require to be 


soaked in water and allowed to dry 
thoroughly before being used. The soil 
does not hang well to the sides of gar- 
den pots unless so treated. Dirty pots 
are open to the same objection. 
Let 


any one try to put a plant with fresh 
soil into a pot vrhich has been used 
before and left unwashe'd, and he will 
find in a few days, when the soil be- 
gins to dry, that it leaves a space and 
does not adhere as it should to the 
sides of it. 
No plant can possibly 


flourish under such circumstances. The 
roots of a plant draw to the sides of a 
pot naturally in search of moisture, 
and growth of course is checked if a 
current of air is allowed to pass be- 
tween them and the sides. Some plants 
exhibit this tendency in such a remark- 
able degree that few roots are to be 
seen, except a network on the outside 
of the soil next the pot.

Modifications May Be Suggested. 


Havana, Feb. 7.—The Cuban people 


generally are manifesting opposition 
to the project to increase tlie armed 
forces of the republic, as set forth in 
the decree issued by Governor Ma- 
goon. The Moderates, at first disposed 
to approve "the project, now oppose it. 
They believe the plan involves com- 
pulsory military service. This concep- 
tion evidently is based upon a misun- 
derstanding of the plain terms of the 
decree, which merely declares the lia- 
bility of all able-bodied citizens for 
military service in emergencies in the 
same manner that tne constitution of 
the United States refers to military 
service. 


A committee of prominent Liberals 


called on Governor Magoon and set 
forth their unwillingness to approve 
the project without a careful study of 
terms of the decree, and intimated 
that they might desire to suggest mod- 
ifications. It is believed that the Lib- 
erals will protest agaiast the imposi- 
tion upon Cuba of the cost of main- 
taining a standing army great in pro- 
portion to the population of .the island. 


Governor Magoon explained to this 


committee that the decree was not yet 
operative, that it was awaiting con- 
firmation from Washington, and that 
he would present to Washington their 
request for delay so they might have 
a reasonable time to st.udy the project.

l>eclaws Foraker is Addicted to 


Fighting Administration and 


Other Republicans. 


Washington, Feb. 7—Former Gov- 


and Major C. B. Wilcox of Sandusky 
who was the Burton-Daugherty can- 
didate for state chairman in the fight 
against Senators Foraker and Dick, 
last fall, arrived hi Washington yes- 
terday. Their mere appearance here 
started the fire under the Ohio polit- 
ical pot, and last night the pot boiJed 
mc'Tily. 


Grapevine reports had it that the 


coming of Messrs. Herrick and Wil- 
e-ox had a direct bearing on the Taft 
presidential boom. They denied that 
their visit was of a political 
signifi- 


cance, if not made primarily for pur- 
poses of politics. 
Most important oi 


these developments was an interview 
given The State Journal correspond- 
ent by Governor Herrick. 
The for- 


mer governor criticized Senator For- 
aker severely, declaring that it is his 
custom to oppose any Republican ad- 
ministration that stands in the way 
of bis own ambitions. 


''In the first place," said Governor 


Herrick, when he was pressed to talk 
politics, "I want it understood that I 
did not come down here on a political 
mission." Governor Herrick did talk 
politics, however, when he was asked 
the question that is put to all Ohio- 
ans who come to Washington 
these 


days, "What do the people of Ohio 
think of Senator Foraker's fight in 
the Brownsville affair, and what ef- 
fect it is going to have politically?'' 


"Senator Foraker's attitude in this 


affair is not much of a surprise to us 
in Ohio," replied Governor 
Herrick, 


with a quizzical smile. 
"We don't 


regard it so much as evidence of his 
love for the colored man, but rather 
as his availing himself of an oppor- 
tunity to oppose a Republican admin- 
istration. You know of the man^who 
is always 'agin the government.' Well 
Senator Foraker may not be "agin the 
government,' but he has maintained 
an unbroken record 
of being 'agiii 


Republican administration,' whether 
state or 
national. This 
opposition 


seems to be terapermental and consti- 
tutional in his case. 
Therefore we 


take u less seriously, perhaps, than 
any other people are inclined to take 
it.' 


"As we recall history in Ohio, Sen- 


ator Foraker has been opposed to ev- 
ery prominent Republican who seem- 
ed to be in his way or whom he con- 
ceived to be inimical to his interests. 
For instance, among those he has 
opposed we can recall Sherman, Me 
Kinley, Hanna, Nash, Herrick.—I re- 
fer to myself as governor—Taft, Bur- 
ton and Dick, until Dick's surrender. 
As for national administrations, he

Harrison 
and 
McKinley, 


while the country is thoroughly in- 
formed as to his attitude .toward the 
Roosevelt administration.

terrific speed, with the engineer, Jo- 
seph Toms, 48, dead at the throttle 
The train, which was made up of 
seven buffet, dining and parlor cars, 
makes two stops in this city, one at 
West Philadelphia and the other at 
North Philadelphia. Shortly after the 
train left West Philadelphia the fire- 
man, Harry 
Michner, noticed the 


speed of the train was unusual. Mich- 
ner called to Toms but received no an- 
swer, and when the train rushea 
through Fairmotmt park ana neared 
North Philadelphia the fireman c'imb- 
ed over the big boiler into the engi- 
neer's cab to find Toms dead with his 
hand on the throttle. His head was 
hanging out of the cab window, and 
had been crushed by striking some ob- 
ject along the road.

NEGRO SOLDIERS 


TELL THE STORY 


Of the Shooting Up of Brownsville, 


Tex., Before the Senate Inves- 


tigating Committee. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—Former Ser- 


geant .Tacob D. Fraser, colored, of 
Company D, Twenty-fifth infantry, 
was a witness before the senate com- 
mittee on military affairs, which is 
probing the Brownsville riot. Fraser 
testified that he is married, and with 
other married soldiers was permitted 
to life outside the nost quarters. Ho 
said he was at home with his family 
when the firing in Brownsville occur- 
red and was awakened by two shots. 
On his way to the quarters he heard 
the general fusillade, which appeared 
to be near B and D company quarters. 
He described the call to arms and the 
rollcall by Captain Lyons, and said 
every man was present or accounted 
for. He said he withheld no informa- 
tion, and declare* there was no con- 
spiracy of silence. On cross-examina- 
tion Fraser stated his belief that citi- 
tens of Brownsville themselves ''shot 
ap" the town to drive the colored 
soldiers away. Charles Dade, a cook, 
and Gerry Reeves, a former sergeant, 
both testified they knew nothing about 
the riot or the "conspiracy of silence." 
The latter said he did not believe any 
of the soldiers were implicated in the 
fray. 


CONVERT FORTRESS

St. Petersburg, Feb. 7.—On account 


of the revival of terrorism and polit- 
ical crimes, the Schlusselburg fortress 
has been restored to its former use 
as a prison for political offenders. 
Twenty sailors of the Black sea flee1 
have just been taken there in chaini 
to serve sentences of life imprison- 
ment for participation in the mutiny 
at Sebastopol. The fortress will also 
be used again for executions.

Klimova and Terentie- 
va, who participated in the- attempt to 
blow up Premier Stolypin with bombs 
at his country residence Aug. 25, 1906, 
have been identified. Mile. Klimova is 
the daughter of a councillor of th« 
empire and Mile. Terentieva belongs 
also to a good family. They will soon 
be tried by courtmartial.
